Alberta farmers in areas 
find themselves in the fur fa 
The Alberta Game Act has been 
amended to permit farmers to trap 
and sell beaver from colonies es- 


rs on their private lands. 


The radical change in the Game 
Act provisions, designed to con- 
serve and protect Canada's na- 
tional animal, results from big 
increases in the beaver popula- 
tion in Alberta. 

Up to the present, trapping of 
beaver on private grounds was pro- 
hibited unless the owner or occu- 
pant of the land could show that 
the animals were causing damage 
to property. 

NUMBERS SPECIFIED 

Under the new regulations, an- 
nounced today in the Alberta Gaz- 
ette, trapping of any number of 
beaver specified by a game Inspec- 
tor will be allowed

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The Citizens’ Committee, having nomi- 
nated five candidates for the vacancies 
on the city council, should explain exactly 
what it means by saying that it leaves its 
candidates complete freedom of action, 

This candid query arises from the pos- 
sibly significant fact that the three of its 
proteges who have been sitting on the 
council have consistently opposed the city 
centre plan known as the “Miracle Mile.” 

We do not allege that this unanimity 
has been promoted by the instructions of 
their backers. 

But the public, at least the progressive 
section of the public, would like to know 
pretty definitely that the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee is not in itself opposed to the Mir- 
acle Mile before it (the public) lends its 
support to other Citizens’ Committee can- 
didates. 

To put it another way, the average citi- 
zen would like to be reassured that the 
Citizens’ Committee is not a force for re- 
action and stagnation before he votes for 
any Citizens’ Committee candidate. 

It is all very well to say that the Citi- 
zens’ Committee chooses its slate on the 
basis of capacity rather than policy. We 
believe that such has been its honest in- 
tention. We believe the Citizens’ Commit- 
tes has made a sincere effort to 
the finest kind of civic government for Ed- 
monton.

Politically and in most other 
ways, John Longmore, the tall 
gangling Maine school teacher 
and his precise-manned wife, 
Dorothy, are about what you'd 
expect from their own definition 
of their status as “ordinary, 
middle-of-the-road Americans.” In 
this last of four columns about 
the Longmores, I'd like to ex- 
plore their ideas, 

About Canada, for instance, 
Both John and Dorothy are mod- 
erately well-read, yet they have 
a very misty idea of our coun- 
try (they think of Vancouver, 
for example, as a sort of north- 
ern outpost) ‘and, as John puts 
it, “We sawt o’ think o' Canada 
as anothaw state. We know you 
folks will ga along with us in 
what we do down heah.” 

Both John and his wife think 
of themselves as “rebels” because 
in a country that's solidly Repub- 
lican they were strong supporters 
of Roosevelt. 


Vote For 
The Man 


“We believe in votin’ foah the 
man, not-the pawty,” John says. 
“Voted ev'y time foah F.D.R., but 
in the last presidential ‘lection 
we were foah Dewey, Jus’ didn't 
think that Truman was a big 
enough man. Still don't.” 

They're satisfied with the two- 
party system, Both agreed that in 
their own part of the state a 
small group of inflgential, well- 
toxio families “ran” the parties 
for their own benefit. I suggested 
that this kind of thing in Canada 
often inspired people to join a 
third, ‘left-wing party. 

“Wouldn't do here,” Dorothy 
said, “We folks like toplay pol- 
itics. If some group gets control 
of a party we don't set up a new 
party. We start working to get 
the group out of there.” 

They are for free tenterprise. 
“Ah say, let the best man win,” 
John drawled. “Ah believe that 
the man with the initiative should 
get his re-wawd. We've have no 
Communism ‘round heah. Don't 
expect we evah will, If theah 
were any funny goin’s-on heah 
the whole country would know 
about it befoah mo’nin’.” 

“That's right.” Dorothy agreed 
“Moscow would have a hard time 
getting their agents in here. We're 
on a 15-party telephone line.” 


America Last 
Hope for Peace 


America’s role in world affairs 
is a favorite subject for Dorothy. 
She folds her hands in her lap, 
leans forward in her chair, cocks 
her head and impales the visitor 
on her bright blue eyes. 
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“America now is the last hope 
for peace,” she says, “We've got 
the fate of the world in our hands 
and we've got to realize it. 
We've got to get tougher, more 
realistic, If Russia puts out her 
paw and says, ““e're going to 
play ball’ we've got to give it a 
good hard look and not just hope 
it'll work out. Why, everjthipg 
depends on us. I dop't think Eng- 
land can do much, France never 
did seem to do much, America’s 
got to be prapered and keep pre- 
pared, America and,” she added 
lamély, “Canada, too.” 

“It's like we've been an ovah- 
indulgent parent ,, .” John began. 

“That's it exactly,” Dorothy 
said, “An over-indulgent parent.” 
She raised her hand and shook 
her index finger in a parody of 
a scolding parent. 


Or Mother 
Will Spank 


“We're like the mother who 
says, ‘Now, don’t you do that or 
mother will spank., We start to 
discipline them, Then. we get 
soft and never fullow Uirough. 
Well, you know how that will 
spoil a child. It works the same 
way ‘in world affairs, too, The 
point is, whether we like it or 
not, we're leaders in the world. 
We've got to be strong.” 

Both John and Dorothy feel a 
sense of bitterness and shame 
that there is still so much racial 
intolerance in America, 

“We had to worry about intol- 
erance ourselves,” Dorothy add- 
ed, “I'm Catholic and Johnny's 
Protestant. A lot of our friends 
thought we were making a mis- 
take getting married, We're try- 
to teach the children that 
people have their own beliefs and 
that they must respect them for 
.” 

I asked them how they felt 
about recurity and again found 
that it was a subject on. which 
Dorothy had very set ideas. 

“On a farm you've got secur- 
ity no matter what happens,” 
she said. “We'll never starve so 
long as the blueberries grow and 
our vegetable garden keeps pio- 
ducing We don't believe in 
skimping, as a lot of people 
around here do. We want to live 
by city standards. That means 
fruit juices and vitamin tablets 
and fluorine treatment for the 
youngsters’ teeth and good books 
for us. We're not accepting the 
old rural standards and, of 
course, it means we're putting 
nothing in the bank.” 

She paused a moment and 
looked around at the snug farm 
kitchen. “There's really no secur- 
ity in the world now, is there?”

Indian Type 
Democracy 

The amazing thing is that U.S. 
leaders do not see the main con- 
sequence of Nehru's new democ- 
racy in Asia 

Only in India and in Indonesia 
has Communism been prevented 
from becoming a major threat. 

In every other important area 
of Asia, Communism has won 
power outright, as in China, or 
established a civil war base from 
which it could win complete vic- 
tory were it not for the direct 
military intervention of white,

out, 

I do not see how any honest 
person, aware of the facts of 
life of 1950, could deny that 
Communism is a new, more

But neither do I see how any 
intelligent person could be so 
blind to the great truth recently 
stressed by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury (not to be confused 
with the Red Dean). 


The new government of China, 
says Dr. Fisher, is “morally and

“We who can see the black 
tyranny of its creed naturally 
denounce it, But we must frankly 
realize that in the Far East it 
can easily be seen not as a
